For Sunday, October 27th, 1878— 
Luke xvi: 19-31. 

NOTES ON THE LESSON. 

The worldly spirit, suppressing all 
sense of higher interests, was the chief 
cause of the unbelief or inattention of 
the eye-witnesses of Christ’s labors. In 
the parable of Dives and Lazarns, 


change of nature was indispensably nec- 
essary. The prominent thought in the 
parable is this: He that could not be 
awakened to repentance by Moses and 
the prophets, could not be by the reap- 
pearance of the dead. Subordinate to 
this is the contrast between Dives and 
Lazarus—the rich worldling and the 
poor believer. (Neander.) 


(V. 19) .A certain rieh man.—For , 


obvious reasons, his name is not given. 
The word Dives, by which he is com- 
monly known, is not a proper name, 
but the Latin word denoting a rich 
man. The main facts were doubtless 
actual occurrences, but are embodied 
by our Lerd in the form of a parable. 


' The rich man, as Neander suggests, rep- 


resents those whe seek their highest 
good in the pleasures of: the world, and 
are therefore excluded from the kimg- 
‘dom of God. ‘Clathed in purple.—Luke 
mentions a certain woman (Lydia) as a 
“seller of purple.” (Acts xvi: 14.) It 
was the richest and most splendid color 
known to the -ancients ; 


kings and other royal personages; but

the word. Efe was a poor man, who, 
by disease or accident, had been reduced ' 
to destitution and want. Was laid at 
his gate-—The portal of a rich man was 
the natural resort.ef the, poor and des- 
titute. The custom is said to prevail in 
Italy, and some other countries, to this 
day. Lazaras was laid in the usual 
place, in hope of attracting the rich 
man’s attention and pity. Full of sores 
—or uleers; the effeet, probably, of dis- 
ease and poverty. Before Christianity 
came into the world there were 0 hos- 
pitals provided for such cases, nor are 
there any now in Pagan lands. 

(V.21) Desiring to be fed—Expect- 
ing to be fed, and glad or thankful for 
what he received. With the crumbs 
which fell—N ot literally “‘crumbs,”. but 
scraps of broken meat which might 
chance to be sent from the table. It is 
not charged or intimated that the rich 
man refused him these. He was not a 
great criminal. He was what the world 
would call a rather clever and virtuous 
man. His great fault was his selfish- 
ness and self-indulgence, and his lack of 
neighborly and helpful sympathy for 
others, especially the poor and needy. 
Dogs came and licked his-sores—Not as 
an aggravation of his misery, nor out 
of compassion, but from that instinct 
which leads them to lick their own 
sores. Thesores of Lazarus were doubt- 
less the better of this kind of surgery, 
fur there is something soothing and 
healing in the lick of a dog’s tongue; 
but the circumstance is mentioned here 
to bring out the man’s extreme destitu- 
tion and helplessness, and the rich man’s 
unfeeling and heartless neglect. 

(V. 22) The beggar died—Partly, in, 
all probability, from disease ;..and. part-.; 
ly from poverty and neglect. And was:

(V. 23) In hell * in torments.—He 
suffered the torments of the damned, 
even before the day of judgment. In 
the simple, quiet energy of the, Lord’s 
language there is something terrific, 
that ought to startle the mind of every 
impenitent man. If there be truth in 
the teaching of Jesus, and if it be pos- 
sible to express truth in clear and up- 
there is a dreadful 
hell awaiting the impenitent dead. And 
seeth Abraham afar off, and Lazarus 
in his 0som—The lest souls im hell, it 
would seem, have a distant view, per- 
haps only a distinct consciousness of the 
glory and blessedness‘ of the redeemed 
in heaven, from which they are exclud- 
ed. 

(V. 24) And he cried, and said—He 
prays not to God, but to Abraham. 
This is the only instance in the Bible of 
prayer addressed to a saint, and we 
see how fruitless it was. The body of 
the rich man was still in the grave, yet 
and says, “I 
am tormented in this flame,’’—lan- 
guage designed to express merely the 
intolerable anguish of bis spirit. Those 
who turn rhetoric into legic, and base 
dogmas on metaphors, make wild work 
of interpreting the Scriptures. 

(V. 25.) Son, Remember.—There is 
reason to believe that memory is inde- 
structable, and that lost souls in hell will 
remember all that passed with them on 
earth. In the awards of the future 
world there will be some surprising re-

(V. 26.) A great gulf yixed—There is | 


ao passing back and forth from hell and 
heaven. The doctrine of Purgatory, 
and that of the Restorationists is plain- 
iy unscripturalL, The deeree which as- 
signs the impenitent dead their, place in 
hell, is irreversible. 

(V.27) him to my fa.nher’s 
srouse—Even in hell he seems still to 
dave retained some regard fur his own 
kindred, which he had lately left on 
earth. The adage, ‘ Companions are 
the solace of the wretched,” does not 
hold good in hell. Unmercifal before, 
he now manifests a.compassion which 
does not harmonize with the Divine 
compassion. (Bengel.) 

(V. 29) They have Moses and the 
prophets.—That is, the Scriptures of 
the Old Testament. The New Testa- 
ment was not yet written. We see 
how little they know of the Scriptures 
who say that the Old Testament reveals 
nothing as to the state of the soul after 
death. Let them hear them.—If men 
would give heed even to the Old Testa. 
ment, they would never come into the 
place of torment. 

(V. 30) Nay.—He contradicts even 
Abraham. . It is plain that this miser- 
able man has no knowledge of the way 
of life, and that he has even carried to 
hell with him his unbelief and his con- 
tempt of Seripture. Like many other 


sinners, instead of acquiescing in God’s 


plan, he has a plan of his own, which 
is both impracticable and useless. Jf 
one went unto them from the dead.—It 
appears, then, that the rich man and 
his surviving brothers belonged to that 
class of sensualists who do not believe 


in a hell, perhaps not even in a heaven. 


To what terrible undeceiving are they 
doomed! Some in our-day imagine 
that the pretended apparitions or ghosts 
of modern Spiritism are useful to the 
sameend. But weask; Where are the 
converts whom it has made fur Christ ? 
It has turned professed Christians into 
blaspheming infidels ; has it ever turned 
an infidel into a sincere Christian ? 
| Never, Itlis only the old error of this 
miserable wretch in perdition. 

(V. 81) If they hear not Moses.— 
That is, theywill not, believe the {Bible, 
neither would they believe a messenger

from the dead. If it could be shown 
that the apparitions of Spiritism are 


real, they are useless as to any moral or, 


spiritual good. For as Bengel bas truly 
said, suditu fideli salvamur, non appa- 
rittonibus—By faithful hearing we are 
saved, not by ghosts. - How little should 
we know whether one from the dead 
was a devil or a credible messenger ;

Fifth Anniversary of the Woman’s 
Board of Missions, 


In the absence of our beloved and 
valued Mrs. Henshaw from our meeting 
this year, it devolves upon another pen 
to report what was there said and done, 
regretting while we write a few hasty 
notes that our auxiliaries will miss the 


fire and enthusiasm which caught all 


the salient points and succeeded in fix- 
ing them upon paper. : 

This difficalt task we shall not hope 
to accomplish; for to do it we must 
photograph the electric currents of emo- 
tion, of surprise, delight, sadness and 
hope that by turns ran through our lit- 
tle company, as we gathered in the little 
chapel adjoining the church, The bright 
sun shone in upon us, (as it has every 
morning in cheerful greeting) and at 


present. Tnere had been many letters 
from mis-ionaries read. Eleven handred 
dollars hail been raised. Que lady gave 
three hundred dollars to the Broussa 
Fund. There were thirteen new sub- 
scribing members. Eighty-five dollars 
were from the “ Busy Bees.” A young 
ladies’ society had recently heen form- 
ed, Thirty-five members are expected. 
The name adopted is “ Young Ladies’ 
Mission Circle.” 

_ Plymouth Avenue, Oakland, reports 
three societies —-‘‘The Busy Ring,” 


Little Workers,” and “ Ladies’ Mis. 


sion Circle.” One hundred and eighty- 
five dollars and fifty cents have been 
raised; four Broussa life-memberships. 
“ Little Workers” raised eight dollars. 
There are twenty-six members in the 
Woman’s Mission Circle,” and they 


-have made an effort to double their work 


from last year. Monthly meetings are 
held. 

Petaluma reports forty members, who 
also hold monthly meetings, at which 
missionary letters are read. The society 
was organized last January, and conse- 


quently is one of our youngest auxiliar- 


ies. Fifty dollars have already been 


raised. 

Miss Kate Kellogg reported Redwood 
City Auxiliary, which was organized in 
1874. Since January, 1877, regular 
monthly meetings have been held, with 
an average attendance of five. Forty- 


two dollars and fifty cents have been 


| raised.. Two and a half dollars are from 


ten o’clock our new president opened the | 


meeting with the inspiring hymn, “‘ The 
morning light is breaking,” followed by 
reading the sixtieth chapter of Isaiah— 
‘* Arise, shine; fur thy light is come 
and the glory of the Lord is risen upon 
thee.” A prayer by Mrs. Merritt, full 
of fervent petitions and thanksgiving, 
fullowed ; then Mrs. McLean’s greeting; 
and next Mrs. Henshaw’s letter upon 
‘*Qur Column,” whereat new regrets 
were expressed at her absence. A cor- 
dial vote of thanks was extended for 
the letter, and her services on the Col- 
umn for the year. Also the sum of one 
hundred dollars was voted as a recogni- 
tion of her services, which we do not at- 
tempt to reward. 

Reports from auxiliaries were then 
called fur. Mrs. Blakeslee reported 
Antioch, no delegate being present. The 
society is small, but they have raised 
eleven dollars during the year. 

Mrs. Colby reported Benicia Auxili- 
ary. The membership has increased 
from eight to sixteen during the year of 
its organization ; and the interest in pro. 
portion. One bundred dollars have been 
contribated—fifty to the General Fund, 
fifty to the Broussa Fund ; and five dol- 
lars from the “ Heart and Hand ” Soci- 
ety to the Furnishing Fund. 


Clayton was rep »rted by Mrs. Blakes. | 
lee. The envelope system is used, and

the interest increasing. | 
dollars were raised—fifteen to constitute 
a life-member, and given to the Broussa 
Fund, and ten dollars to the General 
Fund. 

Cloverdale was represented by a dear 
lady whose name we did not hear; but 
she said that, although “ she could n’t 
give much of a report, she had brought 
the money ”—thirty-five dollars ; fifteen 
to constitute a life-member, and the re. 


“maining twenty to the General Fund. 


The “ Mountain Bees,” their juvenile 
society, furnished the former sum. 

Grass Valley reported an averaye at- 
tendance of seven and three-quarters, 
They take “ Life and Light,” and have 
a Broussa Fund especially set apart, a 
good example for the rest of us the 
coming year. Fourteen dollars were 
raised for this purpose daring the past 
year; and $56.65 constituted the whole 
amount of their contribution. 

Mrs. Dickenson reported Martinez. 
Having but one copy of “Life and 
Light,’* it was cut up and distributed 
among those whom they desired to in- 
terest. Miss Rappleye’s letters were a 
matter of great interest, as several fur- 
mer pupils were among the members of 
the society. Fourteen members were 
reported, and nineteen dollars contribut- 
ed during the year. 

First Church, Oakland, by 
Mrs. Cole one hundred and six subscrib- 
ing members, thirty or forty usually 


a Sabbath-scbool class for the Broussa 
Furnishing Fund. 

Mrs. Gardiner reported the society at 
Rio Vista. Aiding the sufferers by the 
flood last winter by furnishing shelter, 
food and clothing, hindered their foreign 
missionary work ; but they had raised 
fifty dollars, thirty being for the Brous. 
sa Fund. One Catholic lady gave fif- 
teen dollars, being interested in Mrs. 
Watkins’ work in Mexico. She thought 
she mast save up her butter and eggs ev- 
ery year in order to continue her contri- 
butions. Mrs, Thorburn, seventy-nine 
years old, and president of the society, 
makes articles to sell for the sake of 


adding to the fund ; and thas, though she | 


cannot meet with us, her spirit and ex- 
ample are a constant inspiration to exer- 
tion for our cause. 

The First Church, San Francisco, re- 


ports two hundred and seventy-two dol. 


lars raised, fifteen for the Furnishing 
Fund and thirty for the Broussa Fund. 

Plymouth Church, San Francisco, or- 
ganized an a>xiliary in 1871, and until 
1877 held monthly meetings. A sub- 
ject is chosen for the next meeting and 
papers prepared upon it. Prayer meet- 
ingsare beld regularly,and at the time for 
the auxiliary to hold its regular session, 
it is held on that day. ‘“‘ The Western 
Gleaners,” an outgrowth of this society, 

was organized in 1872, and has raised 
one hundred dollars during the past 
year. The “ Plymonth Gleaners,” 
{young ladies) organized in 1877, have 
raised seventy-five d«llars. 

The Third Church, by dime socials, 

have raised seventy-five dollars. 
_ Bethany Church reports monthly 
meetings held by its auxiliary; $0 
raised; $7.50 for the Broussa Fund, 
raised by the “‘ Merry Workers.” Build- 
ing a church has absorbed time and 
money for the year past. 

Green Street Church, San Francisco; 
‘¢Centennial Band” have forwarded 
$26.60; the Sabbath-school furnished 
$35.70 ; and $17 have been given to 
the Furnishing Fund. 

Mrs. Watkins reported San Mateo; 
auxiliary organized in May, 1878, with 
monthly meetings; $17 raised in six 
months. 

Santa Cruz reports deeper interest, 


and $60 raised by membership fees. The } 


* Cheerful Workers,” a Sunday-school 
class of nine members, sends $32. In 
their meetings the pastor gives half- 
hour talks, which must account for the 
interest, in great part, reported from 
this field. 

Santa Barbara sends $65, showing 
that the seed sown by hands that have 


gone to their heavenly rest is still bear. 
ing fruit,’ 

In San Jose, Mrs. Soule reports in- 
crease in interest, numbers and cntri- 
butions; Society recently organized ; 
has raised $27; they read, talk and 
pray over missionary topics.

Sacramento; hold regular monthly 
meetings ; are interested in missionary 
letters ; children’s branch bas contribut- 
ed three life-memberships ; whole 
amount raised, $183.50. 

Stockton was reported by Mrs. Blakes- 
lee; organized in December, 1873; 24 
members ; regular meetings are held; 
$35 raised the past year. 

Sonoma ; “ organized” July, 1878; 
hold bi-monthly meetings ; 28 members; 
$40 from the Woman’s Board, $10 from

There is one point in poultry manage- 
ment to which we wish to call-special 
attention, as but few persons who rear 
poultry for profit ever attach much im- 
portance thereto, notwithstanding it has 
great influence on the profits. It is to 
keep your birds tame, whether they are 
kept in a suitable enclosure during the 
entire year or permitted to have unlim- 
ited range, for it pays to doso in many 
ways. If you keep your birds tame, so 
they will come to you quickly at the 
call and eat out of your hand without 
any sign of fear or distrust, they will al- 
ways be quiet and content, and will fat- 
ten and thrive much better. This mat- 
ter is well understood by breeders of 
the larger kind of stock, such as cattle, 
horses, sheep and swine, while there are 
a sensible few who apply the same with 
poultry. 

Many a fine nest of eggs has been de- 
stroyed by a wild and frightened hen— 
@ hen which had early learned to fear 
her master orowner. If uniform kind- 
ness had been resorted to, the hen would 
suffer herself to be handled while on the 
nest, and never once think of leaving it 
in such a hurry as to endanger the eggs. 
If poultry on the farm is kept tame, it 
is not a very difficult matter to catch 
one or more when wanted for table or 
other uses.—[ American Poultry Jour- 
nal.

ning system and ‘starve the soil ; or to 
permit brush, thistled to over. 


run the farm, choke out the crops and 
rob the soil. The farmer is unsuccess- 
ful who is conservative and wedded to 
old ways and old ideas and old imrle- 
ments. On the contrary, that farmer 
will succeed who makes up his mind 
that the whole secret of success is in 
himself; that it is the man and not the 
business that tells. He will succeed if 
he brings to bear the same amount of 
skill, foresight, energy, economy and 
judgment that any other branch of in- 
dustry requires. He will succeed if he 
sticks close to the farm, as the mechanic 
does to his shop, and not expect to work 
three or four months and then take his 
ease the rest of the year. That farmer 
will succeed who takes the papers and 
digests what he reads, and is not afraid 
of new ideas and new methods of in- 
dustry. He will succeed if it is his in- 
tention that whatever he sends to market 
shall be the very best; and so made 
and put up that when seen it will be cap- 
tivating for its freshness, cleanliness and 
purity, and will be unhesitatingly taken 
on account of its well-known character 


for honesty of weight, measure and 


count. Those who have farms may 
think themselves fortunate, for althouzh 
they will not thereby find sudden roads 
to wealth, they will certainly prove 
that persistent farm-labor will bring a 
sure reward. It is worthy of notice that 
the adventurer and specuiator, with 
blasted hopes and shattered wealth and 
fortune, have in the end to come back 
to the farm for wealth and safety. Agri- 
culture is the basis of national wealth 
and strength, and a most certain and 


liberal support of all who follow it intel- 
ligently.

the hog products exported last year bav- 
ing reached the enormous sum of $110,-

ham, from 1870-1 to 1877-8, has grown 
from 71,446,854 pounds, valued at $8, 
126,683, to 500,000,000 pounds, valued 
at $50,000,000. The value of the lard 
during the same period has increased 
from 80,000,000 pounds, valued at $10,- 
000,000, to 179,000,000 pounds, valued 
at $25,000,000. Pork proper has grown 
in export from 40,000,000 pounds in 
1870-1 to 70,000,000 pounds valued at 
$7,000,000. The total aggregate of hog 
products during this period has grown 
oe 191,000,000 pounds to 749,000,.

PRESBYTERIAN. 

GLEANINGS FROM THE SyNnop Re- 
ports.—The sermon of the retiring Mod- 
erator, Rev. Edward Graham, was de- 


signed to show that we are not to expect 


improvements in religion ; that: we must 
not look for any more light to break out 
of God’s Word; and that valuable dis- 
coveries, if made at all, “ must be 
sought by gving backward ‘towards 
those who first received the Truth.” 
Synod meets next year in Oakland. 
The reporter of “The Occident ” 
speaks with evident gusto of the lunches 
served by the ladies of Calvary Church 
and the Woman’s Missionary Society 
during the noon recesses. Rev. Thos. 
Fraser was re-elected Synodical Mission- 
ary for the ensuing year. At the Home 
Missionary meeting he stated that the 
Board of Home Missiuns had expended, 
on this Coast in the last ten years $290,- 
000, of which only $25,000, or one dol- 
lar in ten, had been contributed here. 
The Standing Committee on Home 
Missions proposed that the Synod over- 
ture the General Assembly to make a 
radical change in the present mode of 
business. The new way to be, that each 
Presbytery should appoint its own mis- 
sionaries, and sustaiv themif able to do 
so; and pay any surplus it might collect 
for Home Missions to the Board in New 
York. And that the Presbyteries who 
needed aid to sustain their missionaries 
should apply, as Presbyteries, to the 
Board for such aid as they might need. 
The idea was to make each Presbytery a 
responsible and independent Home 
Missionary society; and to. make the 
Central Board in New York a mere 
agency for receiving the surplus funds 
of .the wealthier Presbyteries, ap- 


‘portioning’ them’ to the weaker ones ac- 


cording to their relative necessities. 
This proposition elicited’ a spirited dis- 
cussion, which, we judge from the argu- 


ments, presented pro and con, will not 


be likely to subside till the new way 
adopted.——Synod adopted the recom 
mendation of the Bay Association, that 
ail the ministers on this Coast be Te- 
quested to make the Sabbath the subject 
of discourse on the last Sunday. of 
March, 1879 ; and appointed a Standing 
Committee on Sabbath Observance.

BRINE FOR BATHING THE FEET 
OF HORSES. 
A correspondent, writing to the 
“ Practical Farmer,” in relation to the 
use of salt and lime for bathing the 
feet of horses, says: 

“T have tried strong brine on found- 
ered or hoof-bound horses, and with 
good results. I madea solution of salt 
and water, and applied it three times a 
day, by washing the legs and pouring 
upon the bottom of the feet, and hold- 
ing them up for a few minutes to let it 
strike in. I saw the wonderful effects 
in a few days. I account for it in this 
was: Salt will extract moisture from 
the atmosphere, which keeps the feet 
moist. Salt operates nearly like melted 
grease upon the foot. The hoof be- 
comes tough, yet pliable. Like a chunk 
of wood saturated with salt or brine, it 
is tough, yet moist. Thus it is with a 
horse’s foot. Here let me add, that the 
practice of rasping a cracked hoof to 
toughen it is all folly. Apply brine, and 
you will effect a cure. A horse that is 
driven on a hard road is liable to get 
stifféned. I have seen valuable horses, 
driven upon our own plank road a few 
days, get quite lame. I reasoned to my- 
self as to the cause, and adopted the 
use of brine as a remedy, which proved 
effectual.” |
